Company A, 35th N. C. Regiment 


listed in August 1866, aud was con- 
spicuous for his coolness and courage 
At 


results were hoped and which were 
realized. About sunset on the day 
preceeding the fight, ,hhis company, 
Which composed part of the rear 
guard came to a creek which it was 
necessary to cross. The pontoon 
train was some distance to the rear. 
and time was precious. A _ small 
boat or batteau was fastened on the 
opposite side of the creek, and on the 
bank was posted a body of Federal 
sharp shoters, estimated to be hund- 
reds strong. General Matt!Ransom 
rode up, and offered a furlough of 
thirty days to any man who would 
swim acrossin the face of the enemy’s 
line, and bring the boat. Instantly 


Mr. Cavanaugh stripped and plunged 
in. 


He brought the boat over, which 
was struck in hundreds of places by 
the balls intended fer him. A _ force 
was transported across, and thesharp 
shooters were driven from their po- 
sition. 

A furlough of eighteen days, that 
being the number given to North Car- 
olina troopsin the Army of Northern 
Virginia, was given to Mr. Cavan- 
augh by Gen. Lee. The hero of this 
exploit still lives in Onslow 
county.

CoL:— I have the honor to apply 
for aspecial furlough of thirty (30) 
days for private Wm. Cavanaugh, of 
my compaby to visit his home in 
Onslow county,N. C., as a reward for 
gallant and meritorious conduct at 
the battle of Plymouth, N. C., under 
the following circumstances: My 
company was ordered across Colony 
Creek, on the opposite side of which 
was posted a strong body of the ene- 
my. ‘The pontoon train bad not come 
upand there was no meansof crossing 
tne creek except by a boat on the op 
osite side of the creek, then held by 
the enemy. Pri: at: Cavanaugh vol- 
untarily swam the creek in the face 
of the enemy’s fire, and brought the 
boat back by which my company 
was soon trausported over. 

Private Cavanaugh has an exten- 
sive family which ts entirely depend- 
ent on him for their support, and it 
is really necessary for him to visit 
them at this time to make some ar- 
rangements for their support during 
the ensuing vear. 

Private Cavanaugh’s health has 
become very much impaired, for 
whieh Surgeon’s certificate is annex- 
ed. His character as a soldier can- 
not be excelled.

The Board of Directors of the 
North Carolina R. R. Co. yesterday 
declared a dividend of six per cent.

THE VICKSBURG, 


Those who heard the splendid 
address of Col. A. M. Waddell at 
Wake Forest Commencement on 
Wednesday, will have called to their 
minés a fearful realization of the 
vividness of his description of its 
terrors and its perils, as well as of its 
beauty and its mujesty, in a ship- 
wreck recorded almost simultane- 
ously with the hearing of the speech. 
Of all recorded horrors of the ocean 
none is more appalling than that of 
ship-wreck amid the ice, where the 
treacherous sea conceals its dangers 
and where-the deceptive surface of 


the waters is strewed with a ' 


hidden peril as destructive as the 
rocks so dreaded by the seaman. 

The wreck of which brief men- 
tion was made in the telegraphic 
columns yesterday was quite as fatal 
in proportion to the number on 
board the Vicksburg as was that of 
Schiller, with the added horrors to 
the survivors of a drift upen the 
pathless waters, out of the reach of 
passing vessels surrounded with 
floating ice, and fighting with star- 
vation. Of all the crew and of all the 
passengers, but five of the former 
seem to have escaped, all the others 
perishing either when the vessel 
went down, or in their chilly wan- 
derings through an ice encumbered 
sea. 


The Radical Programme says

Rights bill is unadvisable, but the

He fines a manager of 
a theatre $500 for refusing a colored 
woman a seat in the parquette and

The 
junta is wise in its own generation, 
to say, the Republicans skould 
never admit that the bill is wrong 
in principle. 


H. B. CLAFLIN. 

The grip of the law bas fastened 
upon one of those men so distin- 
guished by his wealth, the magnifi- 
cence of his business transactions, 
and by a character heretofore so 
unstained as to make his arrest an 
astounding event in the meycantile 
world. Smaller fry have’ been en- 
tangled in the meshes of the law,and 
obscure violators have paid the pen- 
alty oftheir rashness. But the mer- 


which were visited upon the vulgar 
would be applied to the lords 
of commerce. 

It would be a hopeful promise 

for the future if we could believe 
that the arrest of Claflin was the 
approach to a period when even- 
handed justice was to be meted out, 
and when American law, like En- 
glish law, was known to be no re- 
specter of persons. But it is such a 
spasmodic movement of justice that 
it is open to the suspicious of other 
motives than those of virtue or re- 
gard to law. It has very much the 
appearance of an effort to fleece 
wealthy parties to extract from 
them a compensation for the dis- 
honesiy of others. H. BR. Chaflin 
may be in default, he may have 
been the violator of the law, as 
charged, he may have heaped up 
his colussal fortune through this 
very connivance with smugglers. 
If so, he only represents the results 
of an unhealthy system. He is no 
worse than others of a class who 
will always exist, and who will al- 
ways wage a secret and destructive 
war against the revenue machinery 
of the government. 
The root of the evil is in a high 
and almost prohibitory tariff. The 
demands of modern society will be 
gratified, even at the expense of 
legality. What fashion exactz, it 
will gratify, though it encourages 
knowingly frauds evasions. 
Public opinion will not class smug- 
glers and their coadjutors with 
the baser kind of criminais, when 
they violate laws framed for the 
aggrandizement of special interests, 
and when they oppress all other 
ranks of society. 

H. B, Claflin may be punished, 
but the tariff laws will be denounc- 
ed as unwise, oppressive, and en- 
couragers of criminality, so long as 


interests and solong as they are 
against the real good of the whole. 

A radical revision and reduction 
of the whole tariff should be one of 
the first duties of the next Con- 
gress. 


GOVERNMENTAL OPPRESSION. 
The trials before the United States 
Court in this city during the past 
week have demonstrated most forci- 
bly the power of an enactment 
which was designed for the oppres- 
sion of one race, and the undue ad- 
vancement of another. It has also 
demonstrated what a powerful en- 
gine of oppression it can be made 
in the hands of those willing to use 
it for political purposes. The fair- 
ness and liberality of the adminis- 
trators of the law alone stand be- 
tween the people and the most 
galling tyranny. IfJudge Brooks 
and District Attorney badger are 
so free from party bate or party dis- 
ciplineas elevate themselves into 
the pure region of even-handed jus- 
tice, it does not follow that the law 
can always find such impartial and 
considerate expounders. The law 
as it exists isa standing menace to 
the liberties of the people. It is an 
engine of oppression which may be 
inert or harmless in the bands ofa 
pure judiciary but which can be 
roused to terribly destructive ener- 
gy at the will of tribunal base 
enough to use it for partisan pur- 
pOSscs. | 

The enforcement law is predicated 
entirely upon the assumption that 
one portion of the citizens of the 
country are unwilling to mete out 
justice to the other. 

T hat is the pretext. But its ap- 
plication has been not so much for 
the correction of injustice or the 
protection of invaded rightsas for 
the advancement of party interests, 
the gratification of private malice, 
or the illustration of the powers of 
the government, thereby demonstra- 
ting its strength to suppress all op- 
position to it. In this latter appli- 
cation it has been used at the 
South, so much in the interest of 
party and office holders and party 
as to have brought the law into 
disrepute. Nevertheless it will not 
do to rely upon any temporary sense 
of shame or conviction of the in- 
justice of the law for the suspension 
of its use. The exigencies of party 
will not intermint the use of a 
weapon 80 convenient and powerful 
as the Enforcement Act, and Judges 
more pliant than Judge Brooks 
may readily be found. The only 
remedv is a repeal of the law.

NOTES OF TRAVEL. 


Visit tothe Asylum for the Criminal 
Insane of New York-Falien Woe 
men—Kaie stoddard—The Veited 
Marderess—Fiaunk Walworth—Aue 
burn State Priscu. 


AUBURN, N. Y., May — 1875. 

Deur News :—T will not send youa 
report to-day of the debates in pro- 
gress upon topics chiefly interesting 
to those immediately connected with 
charitable institutions, but will talk 
of what we see and hear outside the 
hours of meeting. 

This afternoon the entire Associa- 
tion visited the New York Asylum 
for the Criminal Insane, the first in- 
stitution ever established of that 
character in the world. Originally 
a department of Auburn State Pris- 
on, it now takes rank as an instiiu- 
tion of high character, and through 
recent appropriations buildings are 
being added to contribnte greatly to 
its efficiency. It contains two classes 
of patients, those who after being 
convicted of infamous crimes, have 
been removed there, upon the super- 
vention of insanity, while undergo- 
ing sentence in the State Prison, and 
also those who have committed homi- 
eide or arson, while in a state of 
mania, and under the operation of 
recent enactments have been con- 
veyed there upon proof of insanity, 
without farther trial. 

The rooms avd corridors are not 
cell-like, nor do they differ from or- 
dinary hospital accommodations, ex- 
cept that the known homicidal ten- 
dencies and the gigantic strength of 
many of the inmates require more 
than ordinary precaution in the con- 
struction of the work, such as double 
panelled doors, strong gratings, &e. 

In this spot we saw the extremity 
of human woe. ‘There are faces here 
lined withthe most frightful pas- 
sions that time can chise! into ihe 
onee child-like face. ‘There are wo- 
men here whose aspect might chill 
even the legendary Wandering Jew, 
afterall his journevings among the 
vile of theearth. ‘There are counten 
ances whose dread look shames to 
insignificance all the Furies and 
Gorgons of the artists’ dream. Real- 
ity alone supplies the most subliine 
pathos. Here imagination falters 


- and drops its wings, for we are stand- 


ing in solemn silence, withtu the 
charnel-house of human minds; at 
the very grave of humanity. 

There is nothing in all the range of 
thought, so inexpressibly terrifying, 
as the sight of woman, fallen to this 
tremendous depth. To us, the fall of 
Satan himself from his high estate, 
has at least the glamour thac Milton 
has cast about the masculine strength 
of the once angelic spirit, but woman 
who has but smiled toslay, when life 
hasbeen onelongtrampliag upon her 
womanhood, who has gone from se- 
duction to robbery and murder, and 
thence to prison walls, and with her 
unholy tires burned t») ashes, has 
seen reason vanish like aseroll, and 
now gibbers and screams her curses 
upon the world in a maniac’s ward, 
what wreck more complete, what 
lesson more fearful, what abyss of 
destruetion so infinite! God keep 
the pure girls of our land as ever the 
pearls of our homes! 

Isaw Kate Stoadard, and had a 
few moments conversation with her. 
She was neatly, almost handsomely 
dressed, sitting in a rocking chair by 
the side of thesnowy bed. ‘The walls 
were adorned with pictures, and an 
air of comfort reigned about the place. 
She assented very pleasantly to talk 
about the bright day without, and 
immediately led thefeconversation to 
the subject of her release. Her face 
at first view is rather pleasing, with 
fair complexion, and rather rounded 
cheeks, quite unlike the thin and 
haggard creature she has been pic- 
tured in the papers. Her eye-brows 
and eye-lashes are however remark- 
ably light, and mueh of the first: 
favorable impression is lost when 
one catches the expression of the eye, 
which is cold, and mocking. There 
is, we learn, no doubt of her liability 
to current mania. 

Our friend, Dr. Cempton, offered 
toshake hands st parting, after a 
pleasant talk, but she clasped her 
own together, and said with dignity, 
‘“T prefer not, sir, if you will excuse 
me.’’ There was a fascination in 
looking upon the shapely fingers that 
fired the pistol, which ended the life 
ofthe wretched Goodrich. She is 
evidently, howeyer, a woman of little 
intellectual cultivation, and it is a 
mystery how he could have been so 
euthralled. 

This is aisothe place of confine- 
mentofthe ‘‘Veiled Murderess,’’— 
Many of your readers will remember 
the sensation created by her crime in 
poisoning a whole family, about the 
year 1852. She was always veiled at 
the trial, and refusing to give her 
name, has always been known as 
Mrs. Robinson. ‘To the present day, 
the mystery has not been dispelled, 
though twenty years or more within 
prison bounds. She is a tall com- 
manding looking woman, with agree- 
able manners, and evidently delight- 
ed tosee strangers. Her fine black 
hair and brows are now mixed with 
the silver of time, but her complex- 
ion was rosy, and eye bright. 

She was in high spirits, attributed | 
her troubles and persecution as she 
said, to political jealousies uf friends 
of hers. Whatever she may have 
once been, she is clearly insane now. 
Hearing of the presence of Dr. Lan- 
don of Canada, she asked at once of 
the Wood famiiy at Quebec, but de- 
nied any relationship to them. She. 
wears spectacles, speaks with a gra- 
cious smile, denies her insanity and 
asks for release. Our visit is a very 
rare event, and she desires to shake 
each one by the hand, in parting. 

A singular occurrence took place 
here night before last. A mau was 
in the act of hanging himseif, when 
a blind boy discovered it, and saved 
him, alone, of all the corridor filled 
with patients who saw, but cared 
not. The history of this poor blind 
boy is pathetic. In struggling to 
save the lifeof his little brother, a 
babe in his arms, whom his drunken 
father was about to kill, he struck 
at the futher, and unable to see, 
killed his mother, whum he devo- 
tedly loved. His mind was of low 
type, and he had never been taught 
anything. He was sent here, to 
recover from the paroxysm into 
which he fell, when these frightful 


events oveeurred, -Mre.-W 
me that he had noconception of God, 
had mever heard ofa Saviour ora 


Bible, and was but a step above the 
idiot, but now he is rapidly improv-» 
ing and perhaps at no distant day 
may return to society, a useful work- | 
er in the great hive of labor. 
Hearing the strusEle of the poor | 
wretch who had hanged himself, 
this blind and half witted boy work- 
ed himself alongto the spot where 
the noise came, and reaching . up, 
tore away the sheet by which he had 
suspended himself from the grating 
above ‘he door, in time to save his 


life. 
We saw a room of most extraordi- | 
nary appearance. Every square foot | 
of the walls was densely covered 
with strange figures, emblenis, faces, 
and interminable lines of densely 
writtén eharacters, with smybols so 
frequently and regularly repeated, 
as to indicate their use in language. 
All this tminute tracery was done in 
humau blood, by a Hungarian, cone 
fined here, and the language’is sup- 
posed to be some obscure dialeet of 
Southeastern Europ2 or Asia. Th's’ 


painful labor was his only happiness,’ 


aud it was performed by bits of wood 
which he gnawed from the door and 
fashioned into brushes ; his pigment 
being obtained vy tearing his flesh 
with’his teeth. Jthas long since 


faded in the Japseof time. but re- 


mains a monument of the poor luna- 
tics labor through months and years. 

Frank Walworth is here, having 
been committed after the verdict 
which strange to say acquitted him 
of murder, and yet confined him in 
the Penitertiary. Clearly, jhe was 
either a murderer, or au innocent 
and irresponsible being, on accoun- 


of his insanity. 


It will perhaps be a relief to some, 
who have considered his escape a 
mockery of justice,to know that there 
is no Jonger any doubt that he has 
long been a victim of concealed epi- 
lepsey, and is unquestionably afflict- 
ed with epileptic mania. Only three 
weeks ago, Iam assured by the aa- 
thorities, he suffered from a frightful 
attuck of epilepsy. 
official inspection, he was allowed to 
be present with his mother and cous- 
in, and unseen by the visitors, but 


We subsequently saw him acciden- 


tally. 

We were shown his room, Kept in 
perfect order, and unmistakably the 
house of a gentieman. Among his 
books were the poems of Byron, 
Pope, Colridge, Snelley, Scott, &e., 
Festers was there too, and the old fa- 
miliar Plutareh’s Lives. The Bible, 
too was there, Which bore the mikars 
of frequent reading, and Anthon’s 
Classical dictionary. On the South 
side of the room hangs an 
of a maiden in deepthought entitle 
‘Meditation.”? Underneath this, 
written in pencil by the same hand 
Whose autograph lay upon the fly 
leaves of the buuks, were the words,

If released and allowed to livein 
the open air, and free from anxiety, 
he will doubtless improve and ap- 
pear well enough for a tew years, but 
Will probably return toan Asyiuim. 
and go dowi to a condition of 
demeutia. ‘here is much in the 
history of Mansfieid ‘tracy Wal- 
worth toshow that the taint wes in 
the blood of father as well as son. 

We had a little time before dark 
to yisit the State Prison. 
Here are 1200 convicis, Jubcring in 
Inachine sheps through the day, aud 
conpfinec in narruw ceils at night. 
The prison is an immense quadran- 
gle, surrounded by a Massive stone 
Wall. beautiful fouwers were grow- 
ing, Within the iron feuces. Without 
broad stone flagging bounded. the 
court, aud as the beil rang, the con- 
victs,in striped uniform,tuok ihe lock 
Blep, each gang with a police officer 
in charge. ‘Lhey march to the dining 
ball, each passing a tabie, and allow- 
ed to take upa Un pan, with loaf of 
bread and molasses and so on to 
their cells. Civil rights prevail here, 
black and white march, each with 
hand upon the other’s shoulder, ‘ihe 
bed isan iron shelf let down from 
the wall, wilh space by itsside oniy 
to turn in. Some ot the cells lad 
been adorned by friends with books 
and pictures. Lhey werer eager to 
speak behind their bars, but the 
rules forbids a word with these 
wretches, the refuse of the black and 
frighifui Styx and Acheron of the 
great city of New York. 

W hatever pertained to ventilation, 
cooking, sewerage, and heatipg for 
this great uumiber, successfully, in so 
sinall space Was of service vw us, a 
study, but beyond, we had little time 
tu indulge wn that mere curiosity. 
We have beeen looking upon tne 
shadowy side of life;in my next I 
wiil tel! you of pleasanter things, I 
trust.

| ADDRESS OF THE EXECUTIVE 
DEMOCRATIC CENTRARB 
MITTEE TO THE PEOPLE OF 
| NORTH CAROLINA, 

ROOMS OF THE DEMOCRATIC CON- 

SERVATIVE CENT’L Ex. Com., 

RALEIGH, June Ist, ’75. 
) Lo the People of North Carolina : 

The General Assembly at its ree 
cent session called a Convention of 
the people to meet at Raleigh on the 
bth day of September next, for the 
purpose of suggesting such altera- 
tions in our organie law as may be 
deemed wise and expedient. 

NECESSITY FOR CHANGE. 

The necessity for changing many 
of the provisions of the existing Con- 
stitution is generally admitted, and is 
too apparent to require extended ar- 
gument. Itis true that some of our 
prominent men at one time opposed 
ihe eall fora convention ; but their 

‘nection was based on prudential con- 
sideration, and not on an indisposi- 
tion to have the Constitution 
thoroughly revised. They feared that 
our purpose in seeking to reform our 
Fundamental Law, might be mis- 

onstrued by the violent and ill- 

Saseen 2d men then controlling Con- 

gress, and the prosperity of our peo- 


State jeopardized by some barsh and 
unconstitutional action on the part 
of the United States authorities. 
That fear no longer exists. We now 
every assurance that the 
Constitution of the Uaited States will 
be observed by the officers of the 
Government, and feel asatisfaction in 
announcing to youthatthe time has 
at last arrived when the officials at 
Washington City concede that the 

ecple of North Carolina bave the 
Same right to manage their Jocal 
concerns Which the citizens of other 
States enjoy. Wecan proceed with- 
out apprehension to perfect our Con- 
stitution and remodel it in the 
interests of our peopre. 


THE CONSTITUTION, THE CREATURE 
OF MILITARY LAW. 


This Constitution, the creature of 
Military dictation, was born in the 
throes of Military  reconstruc- 
tion. Its authors were mainly 
Sciolists and adventurers, who had 
lived among us without preferment, 
or possessed of qualifictions entitling 
them to it; others Were our recent 
slaves, who had known no law save 
the will of their masters, and ethers 
still were earpet-baggers, both black 
aud white—alen in feeling and 
Radical in education—who sought 
positions here that weredenied them 
where known—to despoil and hu- 
miliate us. And when their work 
was submitted to the people at the 
polls, thousands of our best cilizetis 
were deprived of the right of voting 
upon it, and over eighty thousand 
ignorant begroes were given the bal- 
lot to secure its adoption. It is no 
exaggeration lo sey that not one 
person in ten who voted for it could 
read the instrument, and not one in 
tiftv had read it or was even moder- 
ately familiar with its provisions, 
and many gave it their support 
beleiving it would Le merely tempo- 
rary, and to escape farther agitation 
and revolution. It is natural there- 
fore that a Constitution thus formed 
and adopted should be found unsuit- 
edt o our condition, and that we 
should embrace the earliest opportu- 
nity consistent with reason and pru- 
denee to secure such changes as time 
and experience have shown to be 
necessary. Our organic law should 
be expressed in language Clear, sim- 
ple and perspicuous, so that nothing

THE CONSTITUTION UNSUITED TO OUR 

CONDITION. 

the Constitution contains 
some good provisions no one denies; 
it would be singular if it did nof, 
but its abominable characteristics 
were so manifest that not a single 
Conservative member of the Conven- 
tion that passed it could be induced 
to aflix his signature to it, as a fit in- 
strument to be submitted to the peo- 
ple. [ndeed its provisions are so loose- 
ly worded and so badly arranged as 
to constitute but a medley of incon- 
sistencies that defies the successful 
co struction of the courts; in fact, to 
reconcile the difficulties arising from 
its practical workings,the court has in 
some instances been driven to supply 
omissions, and in others to intro- 
duce a new principle, hitherto un- 
known ip the juridical history of our 
State, distinguished as ‘‘judicial leg- 
islation,” an innovation anti-repub- 
lican in charaeter aud invasive of the 
rights and dutiesof aseparate depart- 
ment. Its provisions are so obscure 


istence muny more decisions on con- 
stitutional questions have been de- 
manded than in the entire previous 
history of the State—and of late we 
have witnessed the extraordinary 
spectacle of two sets of judges in both 
the 2d and 8th Judicial Districts, 
contending for the same position 
one of which claiming to hold by at 
appointment from the Governor fora 
period of ten years, an office that the 
Constitution seems to say is to be 
filled by the people at the polls, and 
whose term is expressed to be only 
eight years, ' 

In many counties, there is a prac- 
tical denial of justice, the courts are 
inadequate to the public demands, 
and thus they are driven to resort to 
special terms, which are expensive 
and unsatisfactory, and persons ac- 
cused of criminal offenses are often 
confined for months without trial. 
We need a speedier justice and a less 
expensive judiciary system. We 
should abolish every useless office, ~ 
which is now filled vy a mere cousu- 
mer; for only by a rigid and prudent 
economy in our public as well as pri- 
vate affairs, can we hope to restore 
the State to prosperity. Itis believed 
that the laws will be more impartial- 
ly adminisiered by a return tothe old 
practice of a rotation of the Judges. 


AMENDMENTS TO THE CRIMINAL 
LAW NECESSARY. 


It is also hoped that a greater in- 
centive to honesty and a purification 
of the ballot box might result from 
depriving those who are convicted of 
infamous crimes of the elective fran- 
chise. 

The matter of the Penitentiary 
which already contains more than 
six hundred able-bodied men, also 
demands careful and practical atten- 
tion, to remove in some measure that 
burden from our shoulders, Most of 
our private legislation should be-ex- 
cluded from the General Assembly. 
However, our limited space does not 
permit us to catalogue the numerous 
defeets and imperfections of the pres- 
ent constitution or to enumerate the 

‘remedies to be offered. 

There should be some general or- 
dinance adopted in relation to private 
evactments, thereby reducing the ex- 

‘penses of the Legislature, and in or- 


| der to prevent hasty and inconsider- 


| matters be brought forward within 
—— days of their adjourning. 


GAREFUL SELECTION OF DELEGATES, 


As to the specific changes that 
ought to be made, these are to be con- 
sidered by the citizens of the various 
counties, who should be careful to se- 
lect as delegates those who will prop- 
erly reflect their wishes. Men of 
enlarged and practical statesman- 
ship, spotless integrity, representa- 
tives of all classes of society, and 
whose positions among them will en- 
title their labors to confidence 
and support—and in their hands 
they certainly can more safely con- 
fide their rights than in the Conven- 
tion of 1868. 


METHODS OF CHANGE. 


Of the two methods prescribed for 
changing the Coustitution, that by 
legislative enactment is expensive, 
uncertain and dangerous; the several 
amendments recently submitted to 
and ratified by the people envoun- 
tered the greatest difficulties in their 
pussage, and even after the will of the 
people was declared in their favor 
by over 40,000 majority, serious appre- 
hensions were entertained as to 
whether they were proper'y adop ‘ed; 
again, legislators when possessed of 
qualifications for such duties, are en- 
combered with numerous matters, 
and cannot bring that attention to 
each provision presented for consid- 
eration, without meeting such criti- 
cisins as may imperil their labors. 

‘The Convention method is speedy 
ard economical, the body is com- 


men bers as comprise the House of 
Representatives, and their minds are 
directed alone to constitutional re- 
forms and their work may be com- 
pleted and ratified, if necessary, in 
six months. As to the expenses that 
may be incurred, itis belieyed they 
will be more than defrayed in a short 
time by the reforms that will be in- 
augurated., 

The restrictions imposed by the 
Legislature, fully and amply secure 
the Homestead, Mechanics Lien, 
‘Rights of married women, and Pre- 
sonal Liberty, and should quiet the 
fears of the most timid, for they are 
recognized as of binding efficacy and 
are chiefly enjoyed by the friends of 
constitutional reform. Indeed they 
were incorporated in the bill mainly 
to remove partizan clamor, and antic- 
ipate unscrupulous agitation. They 
are not the property of amere party, 
but had theirs origin in the necesisties 
of civilized society and were found 
among the statutes of various States 
previous to the war. 


QUALIFICATIONS OF DELEGATES, 


It is useless, however, to seek to 
quiet the mere caviller; the keen op- 
ties of some persons defy all law.— 
The mere fact that the honor of the 
best men in the State is pledged to 


their preservation, should satis- 
fy every reasonable voter. This 
Convention is called) in pursu- 


whce of and each delegate be- 
fore ‘‘he shall be permitted to sit, 
to be entitled to a seat in said Con- 
vention or act as a delegate thereto,”’ 
shall swear to ovserve these ‘“‘restric- 
tions’’ (see acts 1874 5). Should a part 
comply and part refuseto take this 
outh, only those who obey the law 
are members of the body, nor are we 
without precedents; similar oath was 
required of the members of the ‘‘re- 
stricted Convention” of 1835,the same 
question was raised, and after debate 
all the members took the oath and ob- 
served the restrictions, and thatin a 
timeofhigh party excitement. In that 
discussion the distinguised Judge 
Gaston used the following language : 
“The State Legislature had indeed no 
authority to impose an oath upon the 
members of the Convention, but the 
people had ratifled the act of the 
vegislature by choosing delegates 
under it. If we transcend the limits 
or refuse obedience to the conditions 
therein prescribed, we are not the 
Convention. called by the people, but 
u self constituted body ;’’ these views 
were concurred in by Macon, Iéd- 
wards, Morehead, and others. We 
will dismiss this subjeet, however, 
by calling attention to the able work 
of Judge Jamieson on ‘*‘Constitution- 
al Con ventions,’’ where,by argument 
and the cases cited by himin relation 
tu this matter, he demonstrated that 
Conventions are bound to obey the 
restrictions imposed by the Leg- 
islature in the Act calling the Con- 
vention. 


AID FROM REPUBLICANS. 


In our last election it was gratify- 
ing to see Republicans who had hith- 
erto submitted to the control of un- 
scrupulous leaders under a mistaken

“Civil Rights Bill,’ overcome their 
party prejudice and give us their 
cordial support. To them we extend 
an invitation to remain and continue 
the work so auspiciously begun, ‘To 
those who opposed us under the de- 
lusion of their leaders, who assured 
them this bill would never pass Con- 
gress and if it did would be vetoed 
by the President, though it now has 
his signature; and who have witness- 
ed the earnestness with which the 
dangerous ‘Force Bill’? was urged 
upon Congress, we say no longer re- 
main where there is neithersafety nor 
honor toa North Carolinian. The bat- 
tle for civil liberty is not yet over. 
“Civil Rights’ is stilla part of the 
secret carpet-bag programme _ for 
this State; though driven from the 
halls of Congress, it will be renewed 
in the Soutbern States. We -there 
fore invite their co-operation. The 
Convention owes its final success to 
the support of some of their ablest 
representatives in the General As- 
sembly and they are doubtless aware 
that the wise provisions introduoed 
into the Convention of 1868, by their

The Wrecked Steamer Vicksburg. 


New York, June 11th,—The 
Steamship Vicksburg sunk by ice, 
Was a screw steamer of 2484 tons 
gross burden. She was built in 1872 
and belonged to the Liverpool 2nd 
Mississi i Steamship Company of 
Liverpool, and sailed from that port. 
During the Winter she usually plied 
between New Orleans and Liverpool, 
and in Summer in the North Ameri- 
ean trade. The Captain of the State 
of Georgia says after taking the five 
men on board, he kept his men at the 
masthead all day till dark looking 
out for the other 2 boats, all of which 
time he was passing through icebergs 
and filoe ice. 

There were 7 cabin and 25 steerage 

pgers on board the steamer 
icksburg when she went dcwn 
amid the‘icebergs, exclusive of the 
crew, some 60 in number, nearly alli 
of whom are supposed to be lost. The 
vessel was valued at $325,000, and is 
said to have been fully insured. Her 
cargo was wor th $85,000.

Recovery of the Safe of the U. S. 
Frigate Cumberland. 

NorFOLK, June 11.—Capt. Brown, 
of the schooner J. C. arrived here to- 
day in charge of the iron safe of the 
United States man of war Cumber- 
jand, which was run into and sunk 
on Hampton Road by Confederate 
Ram Virginia, 1862.
